at present available, but the 
customs authorities are endeavoring 
(o have Instructions given her to 
proceed to Clayoquot Yesterday 
Mr. John Newbury, collector of cus- 
toms, telegraphed to Captain Alex. 
McLean at Clayoquot, notifying him 
that (he skins sent to Vic- 
toria had been seized, and asking him 
to come to Victoria to show cause 
why they should not be confiscated. 
Meanwhile the hunters and the cook — 
a coal-black person — are seeking, 
through Messrs. Eberts it Taylor, to 
secure a Hen on the sealskins that 
they may secure the wages due them. 

Several things were learned yester- 
day concerning the cruise of the Car- 
menclta, or Acupuleo. She is with- 
out provisions; Is owned by some of 
the men indicted because of their own- 
ership, and who are now denying that 
they are concerned in the vessel or 
her enterprise; and she has not been 
concerned in any raid — Capt.' McLean 
was too much occupied in watching 
for the smoke of possible pursuers to 
think of much else. , 

Mr. Walker, one or the hunters, now 
In Victoria, In conversation with a 
Colonist reporter yesterday said: 
"We — that is, the hunters — were en- 
gaged at San Francisco to go on a 
ssel which was to fly the Norwegian 
ling. We made the usual agreements, 
got our advance and came to Victoria 
join the Carmenclta. When Me- 
an got his clearance — -of which we 
did not know anything until long af- 
ivard — the Carmenclta towed out. 
McLean said he would ship the crew, 
boat-pullers, etc.. at the quarantine 
tation. but the tug went past there. 
Then he said he would get them at 
Sooke, but the tug towed the schooner 
nAHt Sooke harbor and let go. Mc- 
Lean said it would be all right; we 
tild get the men at Neah Hay. Tint 
didn't. When we got out of the 
Straits he said he would pay us sea- 
en's wages If wo would work the 
ho'oner to Drake's Bay. We did — 
and arrived then, hi March. 

Guns Were Shipped 
"At Drake's Bay we loaded the guns 
md stores, and W. J. Woods, one of 
the men indicted at San Frtuicisco as 
being owners, brought the crew on 
hoard. He looked after the arrange- 
ments, and when all was ready asked 
us if we were satisfied. We didn't 
know of any wrong in the voyage, hav- 
ing signed to go sealing on a Nor- 
wegian schooner, as we had every 
right to do under the law. Then 
we went from Drake's Bay and hunted 
off the coast, with poor luck, getting 
sixteen skins. McLean traded these 
at Clayoquot store for some food, and 
I think he had a balance coming on 
them. It will he handy now, for the 
schooner has no grub. 

"At Clayoquol McLean got a letter 
from the owners at San Francisco, 
telling him to return lo Clayoquot and 
h'- his skins from there to R. I'. 
Rithet & ''o. in Victoria. It was 
April 14, I think, when the schooner 
left Clayoquot. Soon afterward she 
ran into a gale off the Vancouver 
Island coast, and put Into Hesquolt to 
make some repairs. Then we souured 
away for Queen Charlotte Sound, and 
sealed there in May. We were, as 
we thought, under a Norwegian tlag. 
and of course there was no close sea- 
son as far as we were concerned. 
It's- tin' same under the Mexican tlag. 
It's only the British schooners that are 
debarred from sealintr after April ends 
until the Bearing Sea. season begins 
In August. 

Crew Became Suspicious 
" It was while we were in Queen 
Charlotte Sound, not far north of the 
north end of Vancouver Island, that 
we first became suspicious that all 
was not right on the Carmenclta. We 
saw a fishing steamer about tin- middle 
of May in Queen Charlotte Sound. 
When slu- was some distance away 
we saw thai she had a yellow smoke- 
stack, like those of government steam- 
ers. McLean was considerably fright- 
ened. He squared away and ran. but 
it was soon obvious that she was only 
a. fishing steamer. That started the 
suspicion, which Increased when we 
got lo Sand Point, where we got some 
provisions. McLean saw to it that 
no newspapers came on board, and 
he avoided the usual calling places. 

"Then we mel the whaling vessel 
Alice Knowles, and one of her crew 
told us that revenue cutters were look- 
ing for someone on board our schooner. 
McLe.au told us that 'someone on 
board must have done something, as 
the cutlers were seeking the Carmen- 
clta to get a. man.' Then we got some 
papers from the same whaler — we met 
her on four different occasions. Mc- 
Lean got hold of them— particularly 
the Victoria Colonist or June 19, which 
contained an account of the arrests at 
San Francisco, He at once cut out 
these things. 

"I went aft and asked McLean what 
was in the paper to make him cut it 
out, and he said: 

" Only Newspaper Talk." 
"'Only some newspaper talk; there 
ain't nothing In it.' 

"Hut. I and some others wanted to 
know, and finally McLean said, 'Well, 
I might as well show It to you.' Then 



we learned for the first time the fuss 
they were making at San Francisco 
over the schooner. We wouldn't work 
any more. 

"'What are you going to do, fel- 
lows,' said someone, 'hunt or go 
home ?' 

"'Go homo,' says a number, and 
home we came. 

" This was after the British gun- 
boat Shearwater spoke us. She came 
about August 6 or C. Wo were then 
about fifteen miles off the northeast 
point of St. Paul Island, and had our 
guns on deck and boats ready for 
lowering. Of course, wo could go in 
there all right, although the Victoria 
schooners would have been seized if 
they had been where we wore. They 
have to stay outside a line drawn sixty 
miles around the island. We could 
go within three leagues. The board- 
ing officer of the Shearwater came on 
board and w r ent into the cabin with 
McLean to look at the papers. He 
said they were all right, and left soon 
afterward. 

"Just before the boat came from 
the Shearwater, McLean called to the 
men about the deck: 

"'Now. you fellows, understand that 
Bill Thomas Is captain of this schoon- 
er; I'm navigator.' 

"That was the first we heard of Bill 
Thomas being skipper: he shipped 
as hunter like Cue rest of us. Bill 
was an old man — one of the oldest 
seal hunters on the coast. He took ill 
soon afterward and died on August 
22. He was burled at sea the day 
following. McLean said Bill was the 
captain after he wr ; buried, but the 
papers are nil In McLean's name; lie 
was in charge." 

Yesterday afternoon Captain Mc- 
Lean replied to the telegram of Col- 
lector Newbury, saying he would leave 
for Victoria at once.

LBERNI, Sept. C.— With times 
dropping oil' his feet, clothing a 
few tattered rags, and the gen- 
eral appearance of an understudy 
of the "Willi Man from Borneo," Antonio 
Delponte dragged himself up to a farm 
house at the- head of Alberni valley yes- 
terday evening, and between wolfish 
bites at food placed before him explained 
thai lie had spent five days in the bush 
between that place and Cumberland, his 
home. Various parties have been beat- 
ing the bush in vain for some clue to the 
missing man for several days past, and 
had about concluded that another victim 
had been added to the roll of the almost 
unexplored interior of the Island, when 
the wire Hashed the' welcome news of 
Delponte's arrivaJ at civilization. 

Leaving Cumberland on Friday morn- 
ing for a hunt, Delponte made for the 
•mountains east of Ash lake. In the thick 
hush of that neighborhood he wandered 
to the Great Central lake side of the 
(range, and there became mixed up in the 
countless small streams and thick hush. 
Losing All Idea of Direction 
Day after day passed, and the fam- 
ished and frantic man could only push 
on and on deeper into the wilderness. 
The fortunate discovery of a few rotten 
ipotatoes in an abandoned camp eaine 
just in time to save him from sinking. 
Shortly after this a grouse fell to Ins 
gun, and witli belter strength Delponte 
now turned south. 

On the evening of the fifth day the 
distant sound of a s'hol came to his ears, j 
the first evidence of human habitation 
followed in the shape of a clearing 
where the blasting of a slump had! 



TOKIO, Sept. 2. — (Delayed in trans- 
mission.) — The press telegrams 
outlining peace are further In- 
fluencing the sentiment against 
the settlement. The radicals anil hot- 
heads continue to urge various expe- 
dient to express the popular disap- 
proval. There has been no violence and 
no scenes of turbulence, although as a 
precautionary measure the police re- 
serves have been increased. The police 
me carefully watching tlie developments 
of the situation, and the force will he 
doubled should any violence occur. If 
it does, its speedy suppression is as- 
sured. Tin; government continues silent. 
The conservative element predicts that 
the country will approve the settlement 
•when its conditions are fully understood. 
They declare that the present agitation 
does not present either the ultimate sen- 
timent of the people or a sufficiently 
•strong minority to merit serious consid- 
eration. 

Under a vigorous defence by the con- 
servative journals supporting the gov- 
ernment and a fuller and better appre- 
ciation of the situation confronting the 
country, public sentiment is showing 
some evidence of reaction. The argu- 
ment that it is impossible for Japan to 
continue tlie bloody war merely for the 
purpose of securing indemnity is proving 
effective in allaying dissatisfaction. It is 
believed that when the government is 
free to explain fully the conditions of 
settlement and the logic appertaining 
to them their sentiment will largely in- 
crea so. 

Nation Keenly Disappointed 

The entire nation is keenly disappoint- 
ed at the outcome. Nowhere through- 
out the empire has there been a step 
■taken toward the celebration of tlie con- 
clusion of peace. The radicals continue 
their campaign against tin; government, 
demanding the punishment of those re- 
sponsible for the compromise. The 
forthcoming diet is certain to be tur- 
bulent, and it is predicted that the Kat- 
Slira government will be forced from 
ollico. 

The declines in the market and the 
unsatisfactory crop conditions, coupled 
■naturally with the heavy obligations of 
the government, have created a fear in 
some quarters that a financial depres- 
sion and unsatisfactory business con- 
dition are impending. 

A prominent banker said today to an 
Associated I'ress representative that the 
Tokio exchange was an inaccurate bar- 
ometer of real conditions, as lately the 
exchange transactions have been largely 
speculative. The August settlement 
was the largest in the history of tlie ex- 
change.. The recent decline, he Said, 
was the resnll of conditions within the 
exchange and not a correct reflection of 
general conditions. 

No Financial Panic 
i The banker added: "There is plenty 
of money in the country, and undoubted- 
ly we will weather any difficulty which 
jnay occur. 

"The. repatriation of the army will 
occupy at least ten months, being in 
round figures a million of all arms and 
in every department. Tills will cost 
'many million yen. The government may 
seek' a domestic loan, hut the disappoint- 
ment over tin' result may show thai the 
people are unwilling to subscribe. How- 
ever, the government possesses consider- 
able money, and probably will manage 
the matter without embarrassment. 
1 "I believe that much of the present 
agitation will pass away when the peo- 
ple appreciate the conditions. We win 
•more than we started to tight for and 
occupy a highly satisfactory position he- 
fore the world. The cabinet and elder 
statesmen acted wisely, although it is 
possibly that public sentiment will blind- 
ly demand thai somebody be sacrificed. 
Knowing the temper and expectations of 
the people the government has shown 
wonderful and commendable courage by 
Mopping the war "

One of Victoria's Ri preventa- 
tives Who Competed in Great 
Rifle Matches. 



Co. S. M. Cavin, Sergt. Brayshaw and 
Sergt. Butler, who have been attend- 
ing the rifle tournaments at Toronto 
and Ottawa, returned home last even- 
ing. Sergt. Brayshaw is one of the 
Victoria representatives who competed 
in the matches at Bisley, and has been 
away for over three months. 

In referring to the matches, Sergt. 
Brayshaw says that, although lie did 
not make a first-class showing, he is 
perfectly satisfied with the showing 
he made, as a "greenhorn." He was 
unsuccessful for the King's prize, 
being counted out; in the first stage 
by three points. The Canadian team 
was considered the best that has ever 
gone from Canada. They were suc- 
cessful In capturing the Kolapore cup, 
and lost the McKinnon trophy by poor 
coaching at the 800-yards range. 

The winnings of the Canadian team, 
which are divided evenly among all 
the members, amounted to £ 22 per 
man, which is considered very high. 

Hospital Corporal Richardson was 
the winner of the cup presented by 
Lord Strathcona to the member of the 
Canadian team making the highest 
aggregata This is an annual trophy 
and is much coveted by Canadians. 
The Canadian Club- presented a gold 
watch to the second highest, which 
was won by an Ontario man. 

Along with Itichardson, Brayshaw 
also took part in the Dominion rifle 
meet as a. member of the Fifth Regi- 
ment team. 

The Bisley Team 

S. M. Cavln, who was the only Vic- 
torian to secure a place on the Bisley 
team this year, was seen on his return 
last evening, and appeared well 
pleased with the result of the matches, 
The British Columbia members took 
part in the Ontario rifle meet and also 
the Dominion meet, and although no 
big trophies were won, the members 
of the team all did well. Although 
Cavin was the only Victorian to secure 
a place on the Bisley team. ("apt. For- 
rest of Vancouver took second place. 
In the shoot for the Bisley aggregate!

The former was 
leading Cavin when he went to fire at 
the KOO-yard range, but made the low 
score of 23, while Butler only put on 
20 at GOO yards, which put them both 
out of the running for a chance to go 
to Bisley. So close were the scores 
that Cavln, with a total of 300, secured 
20th place. Can- and Richardson, 
with 297, secured forty-second and 
forty-third place respectively. On the 
whole, the shooting this year was 
close, though lower than that of last 
year.

TREE-FELLING FOOTBOARD. 

i The following particulars of an inven- 
tion which should be of interest to log- 
gers is furnished by Mr. Rowland Brit- 
tain, patent attorney:

The device, which is designed to save 
the time and labor usually spent in cut- 
iting notches and securing foo'bonrds 
where large trees are to be felled, con- 
sists of a light plate to Mm corners of 
which tire secured dos Hpikes by which 
•the plates may be rapidly and 
safely fastened to the trunk of a tree. 
On the plate is a socket in which tic 
footboard is pivotally mounted so that 
it may he swung round ami sel to any 
desire angle. A simple hnl efficient 
release is provided by which tin' position 
,,[' the board may he clintiireil when Re- 
tired bv the I'oot of the dec feller with- 
out the necessity of his getting down 
off the hoard. t 

The footboard has been well tried by 
practical loggers and lias given general 
satisfaction.

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THE SCHOOL QUESTION. 

! Our I>iberjU friends are becomiug \u\- 
fc'.isy under the criticism directed against 
their attitude at Ottawa on the school 
question in 1005 as compared with their 
attitude on the school question ten years 
■ago. Their policy on this, as on most 
-questions, has been as changeable as the 
shifting sands of the sea shore, drifted 
hither and thither with wind and tide. 
Acting under the spur so spiritedly ap- 
plied privately and publicly there is an 
ambitious effort to square British Co- 
lombia representatives on their Ottawa 
record with the people. The effort is 
skillful but extremely superficial. Either 
the gentleman responsible for the de- 
fence does not himself understand the 
subject down to its roots or he is evading 
the true issue involved. 
I We are led to believe by certain quo- 
tations from the Autonomy Acts relative 
to education in Saskatchewan and Al- 
hertu «nd the presentation of certain 
facts, that in themselves may l>e 
indisputable, that, tiie legislation com- 
plained of does nothing more than per- 
petuate n condition of things which 
exists in the Northwest at the pres- 
ent time and concerning which every- 
fbody every wli ere is satisfied. That view 
lof the ease is not original, because it 
constitutes what might be termed the 
orthodox defence for popular consump- 
tion. To the original promulgator, how- 
ever, is due the credit of having per- 
formed a very clever piece of political ' 
legerdermain of the now-you-«ce-it-nnd- 1 
now-you-don't-see-it variety. The real 
effect of the educational clauses is not 
now seen by the large audience before 
Which the trick is performed. It will be 
seen Inter on when the educational min- 
ority begins to claim its newly created 
consitutionaJ rights. 

The educational provisions of the 
Autonomy Acts purport to leave undis- 
turbed, or, in other words, to confirm 
the religious privileges contained in the 
Northwest ordinances of 1901 to which 
we are told nobody objects. Now, even 
if that were all, as appears on the face 
of it, there is still the vital principle at 
stake of the right of the Dominion Par- 
liament to limit or restrict in any way 
the powers of the new provinces to legis- 
late in any way they see lit, subject to 
the provisions of the H.N'.A. Act. With 
That no mntter how imiwrtant, we need 
not, however, dwell at present. Hut 
nhere is a good deal more involved. We 
have on former occasions discussed the 
jnntter more or less fully, and it is only 
necessary here to point oat that the 
ordinances of 1!)01 contain all the legisla- 
tive power jn respect to separate schools 
contained in the legislation of 1875. 
Bverj power, right, or privilege extend- 
ed to the educational minority in 1875 
is dormant in the ordinances of 1901, 
and are confirmed and perpetuated in 
the Autonomy Acts, with this difference 
—and the difference constitutes the most 
vital principle — that what was formerly 
subject to the exercise of the will of the 
Northwest Assembly now becomes a con- 
stitutional right, which the minority -an 
claim to its fullest extent independent 
of the wishes of provincial parliament. 
The educational system of the North- 
west, as it now is, is a system built Up 
by regulations authorized by law. It 
•was fashioned nccording to the will of 
the- people as represented by members of 
the Northwest Assembly and the North- 
west Government. Under the system, 
in question, certain rights were granted 
to the educational minority, and certain 
provisions wen.' made thul were consid- 
ered satisfactory and just to all con- 
cerned. This system, in all probability, 
would have been continued for all time j 
tn come had the matter been left t'> the 1 
legislatures themselves. These were 
not, however, all the privileges which 
could have been conferred by authority 
of ordinance. The lull extent of the 
power given in 1875 and continued un- 
impaired was not exercised, because the 
sentiment of the people its a whole was 
opposed to it. Henceforth, tin/ cduen- 
tiomil minority have the right to demand 
every vestige of privilege conferred in 
3875, and the legislatures are power- 
less to refuse, it is a constitutional 
fight granted by Parliament. That is 
the effect of t he present situation, and no 
reference! to the satisfactory workings of 
the Northwest school system will be of 
avail as a defence of the actions of 
those who voted for the Autonomy Acts. 
They were either ignrant of the nature 
of its provisions or voted against their 
ronvictions under the force of the lead- 
er's whip. 



own door. It is apt not to be con- 
sidered that, although the Canadian 
Pacific Railway is taking the initiat- 
ive in the matter In Its own Interests, 
there are other and much more 
important issues at stake, and it is 
to those issues, and not the action of 
the C. P. P.., that attention should be 
directed. 

As we pointed out the other day — 
and the fact cannot be too carefully 
kept in mind — the object of the gov- 
ernnient building the proposed new 
transcontinental line was the opening 
up of new territory. It Is true that 
the portion of the line west of Winni- 
peg Is not being built by the govern- 
ment of Canada as a purely public 
undertaking, but it has lent its credit 
In such a way as to practically finance 
It. In principle it Is the same as 
though the government were building 
the railway outright from start to 
finish. No one will deny that propo- 
sition for a moment. In fact, It was 
affirmed in parliament in the discus- 
sion on the contract, and given effect 
to in the contract itself as approved 
by parliament. it was never con- 
templated to assist a railway to com- 
pete in a territory fully opened up 
and well served by another railway 
already built through the assistance 
given to It by the same government.! 
However desirable competition might 
be In Itself, it is for unaided private 
effort to furnish it. The C. P. R 
could not reasonably object to a pri- 
vate company, out of Its own re- 
sources, paralleling its line throughout 
at any distance which did not actually 
interfere with Its mechanical opera- 
tions. Sound public policy, however, 
would be absolutely opposed to the 
government building such a line 
assisting in its construction. This Is 
so palpably the case that no argument 
Is required in its support. In the 
case In question it Is shown that the 
Grand Trunk Pacific railway for 2f>0 
miles west of Portage la Prairie, one 
of the best developed portions of the 
Northwest, proposes to run its line 
within a few miles from the line of 
the C. P. ft., and in that position it 
has been sustained by the Dominion 
government. The finding of the board 
of railway commissioners, upholding 
contention of the Grand Trunk 
Pacific, is upon the right of the gov- 
ernment, under the law, to approve the 
plans of the railway, rather than upon 
the general principle involved. ( 

It is maintained that the plans of 
the Grand Trunk Pacific, as approved, 
mean the building of the line by the 
most direct route to Edmonton, but 
that is not the principle which should 
determine the question at Issue. The 
credit of Canada was not pledged for 
the purpose of striking an air-line be- 
tween any two points. If that had 
been the main point in deciding the 
undertaking of so great an enterprise, 
the government should have adopted 
the route proposed by the trans- 
Canada railway. The object was to 
penetrate country not penetrated by 
railways, In which there was prospect 
of development of jrxeat magnitude. 
The great argument in favor of a 
second railway across the continent 
was that the country is too extensive 
to be covered by one railway, und that 
there Is room for not. only one, but 
several, railways. In a general way, 
this principle was embodied in the act 
of incorporation of the Grand Trunk 
Pacific railway, which bound the rail- 
way not to build within thirty miles 
of existing main lines of railway. The 
exact language of the statute is as 
follows:

"Provided, always, that before the 
construction of any portion of the 
prairie section in the Northwest Ter- 
ritories is commenced, the location 
thereof shall be subject to the ap- 
proval of the governor-in-council,

What the Intention or parliament 
was is best shown by the discussion 
which took place, and, In particular, 
by ministers of tin; Crown. Sir Wil- 
frid Laurler, who was hi a. special 
sens,- the political father nf the Grand 
Trunk Pacific, said emphatically, after 
referring to certain exigencies of 
route, which would have to be met by 
reference to the reports of engineers: 

"I would remind the House of the 
condition by which tin; government 
will have to abide, and which cannot 
be discarded. A stipulation was made 
by this IIuii.se thai, wherever it locat- 
ed its line, it must place it, except at 
terminal points, at a distance of at 
least thirty miles of an existing rail- 
way, or from any railways that have 
been located." 

Mr. Fielding declared that In reach- 
ing the West the railway would touch 
at Winnipeg and once more plunge 
in In new territory, and so on and on, 
always touching on, as far as prac- 
ticable, the large centres upon the way 
and always striking out again Into the 
new and yet undeveloped huids. 

Hon. William Mulock dwelt elo- 
quently upon the advantages of the 
railway as It glided Its way through 
One province after another until It 
slid gracefully down to the waters of 
the Pacific, and stated that, "in addi- 
tion to Its being a trunk line, it is a 
colonization line, opening up and mak- 
ing available millions of acres of pro- 
ductive land which Is at present value- 
less to the people of Canada. 

.Mr. William Patterson stated that it 
would "open up Northern Quebec and 
Northern Ontario north of the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway, in Manitoba ami 
the Northwest Territories and the 
mineral regions of British Columbia." 

The Minister of tlie Interior declared 
that they wen? not taking a leap In 
the dark, but were going to follow the 
plan of the Halifax Hoard of Trade, 
which, by the way, suggested the road 
being built north of Lake Winnipeg 

Tbe Minister of Justice spoke of it 
ns opening up the " hinterland" In 
order "to give breadth as well as 
length to Canada."

Psonter Steamboat 
jMan is Dead 



Copt. John Libby Succumbs to 
Lonu Illness at Sanitarium 
In Portland. 



He Operated In Purjet Sound 
Waters for More Than Twenty- 
Five Years. 



Captain John It. Llbby, for a number of 
years at the head of liie Puget Sound Tug- 
boat Company, and -one of the most prom- 
inent figures in steamboating on Puget 
Sound, died Monday at the Crystal Springs 
private sanitarium, Portland, Ore., where 
bo bad been tor nearly a year past. The 
immediate cause of death was apoplexy. 

Captain Libby was one of the best 
known men that over engaged In lie 
steamboat business on Puget. Sound, ways 
the Seattle Post-InteIHgeneor. For many 
years a resident of Seattle, he numbered 
his close personal friends In this city and 
all over the Sound country by the hun- 
dreds. He had a wide acquaintance. 

He was token 111 December 25, 1004, 
and after being under tihe care of physi- 
cians In this city for a biiort time was re- 
moved to the private sanitarium at Port- 
land. lli> kept gradually falling until 
.Monday, when he was stricken with apo- 
plexy and died In a short time. 

Captain Libby came to the Pacllic coast 
fifty yCjttrs ago, and after a few years In 
San Francisco came to Seattle. He was 
Uleutiiled with many enterprises on the 
Sound, mostly connected with the steam- 
boating business. 

He was born in Virginia fifty-four years 
ago, and at the ttgc of four years came 
to the Pacific const with Ills parents. 
Shortly alter arriving in Sail Francisco his 
parents died, and he was adopted by Cap- 
tain and Mrs. S. D. Llbby. Shortly after- 
ward they moved to Seattle, and while a 
mere boy Captain Libbj began to follow 
the sea on deep water ships. 

At the uge of 10 he was a captain on a 
steamer plying the waters of Puget Sound 
and was master of several of the vessels 
that operated between the different points 
on i lie Sound In the early days. 

In bs.su he took the management of Lbc 
Tucoinn Mill Company and remained In 
that capacity for about Hire years, tem- 
porarily leaving the steamboating busi- 
ness. While engaged In the management of 
this company he conceived the Idea of con- 
solidating the tugboat Interests of Hie dif- 
ferent mill companies of Hie Sound, au8 
as a result the Puget Sound Tugboat 
Company was organized In 1S92, with Cap- 
tain Libby as manager. 

He continued as active manager of the 
company until a year ago, when he was 
taken 111. 

Captain. Llbby was married In 18T5 to 
Miss Mary Collins, daughter of John Col- 
Ins. of this city. Mrs. Libby died in 1SSI. 

Two children survive Captain Llbby, 
Mrs. Allien Cookingbam and F. Llbby. 
Koch are residents of Seattle, anil the son 
Is an engineer on one of the tugboats of 
the- Puget Sound Tugboat Company 

YUKON BOATS COLLIDE. 

The Yukon World lias the following ac- 
count of a collision on the Yukon river be- 
tween the steamers Dawson and Colum- 
bian, the Hon. Frank Oliver, .minister of 
the Interior, being among the' passengers 
on the former boat: 

The steamers Dawson and Columbian 
met In the narrow half-moon bend six 
miles from Tantalus. The Columbian ball- 
ed the Dawson In order to get one of that 
steamer's deck hands to be a fireman on 
the Columbian In place of one who was 
sick. Both boats met head on and had a 
line out. 

The Dawson in the meantime went 
aground, thus holding the Columbian's 
bow, ami as the water Is very swift ami 
the channel narrow the Columbian swung 
round, eateJtlng the bank with the wheel 
and throwing the cover off the pillow 
block, rendering It unsafe for her to pro- 
ceed on the trip. 

Tlie Dawson with the Columbian in tow 
arrived at Tantalus at half past L f In the 
afternoon of August 24, and transferred 
her passengers to the Canadian, taking on 
board the Columbian's passengers, the 
freight having already been transferred at 
the scene of the accident. 

The Dawson left for Dawson an hour 
later. Among her passengers were the 
Hon. Frank l/rlver, minister of the Inter- 
ior. Mrs. Oliver and Miss Oliver.
